indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 

applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 1-9 are indefinite in reciting y "to uhu i ip^ (claim 1, line 18) since it is not 



clear what is intended. This can be corrected by changing "damage" to "physically 
modify", ^et forth on page 2, line 3 of the specification. Correction is required without 
new matter. 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 



7. Claims 1-9 are also rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Sugisawa et al. 
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Sugisawa et al discloses-steam-blanchiRg-potatG-pieees by-heating-in-steam i& a 

temperature of about 100°C and under a raised pressure. A decompression step 
follows which results in expansion of the potato pieces. Subsequently, the potato 
pieces are fried resulting in drying of the potato pieces. The fried product is then cooled 
at room temperature. It would have been obvious that the expansion of the potato 
-pieces-results-in-some-phy^icaUmodification^ 

will be disrupted upon expansion. Finding the optimum pressure drop or 
decompression parameters (claims 4-9) €ould require nothing more than routine 
experimentation by one reasonably skilled in this art. 

✓8. Claims 4, 6 and 8 are objected to because of the following informalities: In 
claims 4^ 6 and 8 "bar" should be made plural. Appropriate correction is required.
